To-day an unusual event ia the Masonic frater-
nity of Phlladelphin transpired, being the dedicn-
tion of & monuament to the memo of the late
Grand Tyler of the Grand Lodge nrrf'r:nnuylmmn,
Willlam Bockins Schnider, For more than a quarter
of a century he had held the same oMce of high
trust and honor: he succeeded his father, Charles
Behnlder, the successor of his father, Wililam Schnl«
der, who was the frst Grand Tylerof the Grand
Lodge of this State. The son of the late Grand
Tyler now holds the same eminent ofloe, which hus
been filled by the Behnldera from time almost imme-
morial, Wiillam Bookius Behnider died in 1567, aad
his remains were placed in the family vault ia Monu-
ment Cemetery, Scarcely a year ago they were re-
moved to Mount Moriah Cemetery, West Phlladel-
phia. The project of erecting 8 memorial ahaft was
then started, and gained favor at once. Sabsorip-
tions were ratsed, and under & plan which permitted
every Mason In the State to give his
mofety. Seven thousand dollars were thus rafsed,
and just meet the necessary expenses, The monu-
ment was constructed by Van Guaden & Young, of
this city, the Iatter of whom went to 1taly, procnred
& block of purest marble, and had the work executed
under his supervision. 'i‘iw base is triangular, eaoh
glde belpg sixteen feet In length, the height hemg
thirteen feet, It 18 formed of three lavers of marb|e,
ench suocesding layer belng somewhae smaller than
ita predecessor, 80 that the appearanocs given 18 that
of a night of ateps, Next follows, upon the top, the
die, which has upon one side & bust of the deceased,
the altar and Bible on another, and Masonie
emblems on the third, The shafs 18 of the Corinthian
order, nineteen feet high, and {8 surmounted by the
gquare and compass cut in marble, The die and
shaft are of the purest Itallan marble. The total
length of the monament I8 thirty-five feet,

To particlpate in the dedlcation of this the first
monument raised by the Masons of this jarisdiction,
invitations were sent to all the lodges, nearly every
one of which sent thelr delegations to participate |n
the solemn cercmonles. At 11 o'clock this morning,
when all the delegationshad arrived, the procession
wils formed at the cemetery gate by the Grand Mur-
shal, Mr. George W. Wood, inthis order:—

Then followed the Committee on Monument and
grand oficers in usual order,

The monument stands in the centre of the “Circle
of St. Johw,” radiating from which are the lodge
lots, When the procession reached this Masonic
ground It halted, the brethrén opened to the right
and left, while the grand ofllcers passed throagh to
take their places on the platform, Then brethren
then formed in a hollow square aronnd the ahaft,

Willlam J. Kelly, of Lodge No, 59, and Becretary
of the Bualiding Committee, then addressed the
Depuaty Grand Master, Samuel C. Perkins (acting in
the piace of Grand Master Robert A. Lamberton,
::Lho was unavoldably detained In Harrisburg),

ng:—

Right Worshipful Grand Master:—The committes
to whom was intrusted the duaty of procuring and
erecting A monument to the memory of our deceased
brother, Willlam B. Schnider, late Grand Tyler of
the mg{lt Worshipful Grand Lodge of Pennsylvania,
have performed that duaty, and the monament is now
roady to be dedicated, with ceremonies accordant
with the anclent usnges of the fraternity,

To which the acting Grand Master retarnel :—

My Brother:—I congratulate the committea upon
the completion of their labors, and it affords me
satisfaction to comply with the expressed wish of
tne brethren: and, with the asslstance of the grand
oMoeers, I shall now preceed te solemnly dedloate
this monument to the memory of that good Mason
gnd faithful oMicer whose name it bears,

Brethren, the blessiog of Heaven upon onr lahora
will now be asked by the Grand Chaplain, Brother
George W. Maclaughlin.

Grand Chaplain Maclroghlin then delivered this
prayer.:—

Consecration Prayer,—Almighty and ever-glorious
and Gractous Lord God, Creator of all things, and
Governor of evervihing Thon hast made, mercifully
look upon Thy servants, now assembled o Thy nume
and in Thy presence, and biess and prosper “'all our
works began, continued, and ended in ‘Thee.”
Graclonsly bestow on us wisdom In all our doings;
strength of mind in all onr dificuities, and tie
beauty of harmony and holiness in all our communi-
catlons and work, Let falth be the frultof onr obe-
dience to Thy revealed will, And, finally, graclonsly
be pleased, O Thou soverelgn Architect of the Unl-
verse, to h'less the craft wheresoever dispersed, and
make them true and falthful to Thee, to their neigh-
bor, aud to themselves, And when ihe time of our
labor I8 drawing near to an end, and the pllar of
our strength 18 declining to the ground, graclousiy
enable us to pass through *‘the vailey of ghe shadow
of death,” supported by “Thy rod and THy stafl,” to
those manstons beyond the skiles, where love and
peace and Joy forever relgn baeforé Thy throne.

His brothren in Masonry have orected this monoment,

Brother Schnider was Lorn in this oity on the 2%th day
of March, 1517, and died on toe lith day of December,
1867. He was appointed io the month of Decembor, 1841,
Girand Tyler of the Right Worshipful Grand Lodge of
Penneylvanin, and eontinned in the laborious discharge of
the duties of that office antil his degth,

Ho was a man of guick spprehension snd of clear snd
declded jodgment. His powers of memory were axtri-
ordinary and boyond thoss of any other man known to our
cammunity. These characteristion eminently fitted him
to be a faitnful sentinal at the portals of onr temple, No
oavesdropper or cowan gould gain admittance while he
stood at the gates,

His gomninl smilo weleomed the fraternity when they
wont up to the temple, ‘fum:; and old alike sought for
pdvion from him as a friend, Visiting brethiren cama to
him as one thoy would not ask of in vain, The straugor
or wayfaring man appesled in bis distress to the Grand

ler, and our Brolher Schnider, first finding the com.
plaint to be just, responded with nlucrit,' and tender sym-.
pathy to toe cry of disiresa. His own purse was always
open for the relief of a worthy but distressed brotner —
bie hand was ever ready to sustain him-his heart bent
responsively to our joys and sorrows, Home was tha hap-
piest place on earth for him, there he met affectivnate
relatives and friends whose comfore and happiness were
his constant eare. We remember to.day with oar fraternal
symputhy the widow sand orpbuns whoss bereavement,
now chastened by time, still discovers tho vacant ssat in
the family eircle,
~ Hoe wasnlways to be trosted in amall things as wall ae
in groatsr aflairs, and it can be truly sald that doring
his life he wronged no man, and failod to discharge ny
single trust confided to him. He lived and died an honost
AR,

In this solemn presence I would use no words of stodisd
eujogy. This mepument has boen erectad by his brothren
from no spirit of disgplay or worldly show,

THRE MORTALITY OF THER Crry.—The number of
deaths o the olty for the week ending at noon to-
dny was 821, belug 47 in excess of those of (ast
week, and 11 more than the nnmber of the corres-
ponding period of last year. Of these, 145 were

adults: 176 were minors: 244 were born In
the United Frates, 69 were foreign, 20 were
people of color, and 12 were from the coun-

try. Of this number, 40 died of consumption of the
lungs; 9 of disease of the heart; 20 of marasmus; 4
of old age; 4 of typhold fever; 10 of convulsions; 7
of scarlet fever; 13 of Inflammation of the lungs; 4
of congestion of the brain; and 21 of debllity.

The Resmmption In the Lehigh Reglon—
The Conl Inspectors of Philadel phia—
The Trade at This Port—Ths Complete
Tonnage for the Week - Quotations,
Ete.

The event of the week has been the resamption of
the men in the Lahigh, er mere particuiarly the Ha-
zleton reglon, who antil this time have been stand-
ing out on A question of & small advance In WRgeH,
and who new resume upon the terms oifered by the
operators last February. These terms they then
rejecied, but the operstors have not sinos showed
the slightest willlogness o concede the smallest
point and aa a censequence they have won the day
unconditionaily. The miners have lutely held out
maisly upon a small advance of wages which it has
been CusStOmMAry o pay In that region en acconnt af
& pecallar formation of the coal. Tnls the operators
refnsed 1o glve any longer. These minera had pre-
viously hela out on & question of alower rate of
wages for cutting coal alao, but this demand the
masjority abandoned some weeks 1

The operators In their offer of Inst February, in
pddition to their schedu'e of prices, demanded the
excinsive control of their own works, and declared
that the miners had no right and should not dictate
in matters relating to the management of to@ Coi-
Heries, This demand has also beéen obtaiued (rom
those who agree to retura to work,

A8 the situntion now stands oaly a portion of the
colleries have yet actually repumed work, thongh
negot'ations are in progresa in all, with o manifeat
willlpguess on the part of the men to work. This
partial resamption, with the expectation of making
it more complete immediately, virtually eads the
suspension o this region. The entire resumption
will have s very perceptible afect on the sapply.

The movement of some of the more honesty in-
clined retal! dealers of Phlladelphia, looking to the
appulntiment ol inspectors, who are to inspec’ and
hrand the carts and do other duties which will tend
to prevent iraud vpon customers, and the bringing
of & bad namenpon the trade generally, Nas dnally
been brought to a suceesslul termination ; that 18 to
By, the pecepsary legislation has besn obtalnad and
the Ingpectors ure now actually appointed. Wnether
the end almed at has been obtalued, however, ra-
malns to be geen.

is hoped ours may never become like that, There
the 1nspector simply appointed the retall dealer who
wished to sell a deputy lnspector, The dealer then
recelved half his own fee and did the [nspecting of
the weight of his own coal, All the Chief Inspector
had to do was to recelve the woney at intervals from
the dealer.

At 1his port the trade 1s reported slightly more
notive. A demand has been created for larger sizes
hy manufacturers, who are taking advantage of the
Heading rates, This demand has slightly advanced
rates on those sizes, Uonsumers are also reported
10 be beginning to lay In thelr suppiies, probably in ac-
cordance with the many requests to that eifest which
they have recelved from the operators,

The Scranton Company announcs an auction sale
on pnext Wednesday, in New York, of 120,000 tons,
Low prices are expected, but it i8 nog thought that
they will affect the general market to any great ex-
tent, as the snpply 18 so nearly equal to the demand.

A HIRED ASSASSIN.

Remarkable Scandal in Saratoga County,
New York.
From the Troy Tivnes, June 48,

The southern part of Saratoga county has lately
been greatly exclied over a matier the develops
menis in regard to which are about as follows:—A
lttle more than & week ago, Isaac G, Lansing, a
farmer, living o the town of Halfmoon, went West
with & gentieman from Vischer's Ferry, to buy
sheep, lmmediately after his departure a most hor-
rible story became whispered about, the substance
of which was that Mr. Lansing had bargained with
a man to murder his wife during lus absence.

When Mr, Lansing returned he found the rumor
was rife in his meighborhood, and at once com-
menced a soit for sinnder, and obtalned an order
of arrest sgainst Avram Devoe of Creseent, the an-
thor of the story. Upon belog arrested, Devoe at
once made a criminal compluint against Lansing
for plotting the murder of his own wite, upoa which
Langing was arrested yesterday and arraigned before
Justice Uramer of Waterford,

The examination of Lansing was at once pro-
ceeded with, and Devee disclosed a state of facts
whieh, if true, reveal a plot for wife-murder on the
part of Lansing which, in horrible and cold-blooded
detalls, rivals Rullo’s most dsmpable crimes.
Devoe swears that more than a year ago Lunsing
approached him with complaints of “trouble In his
family,” and & proposition to Devoe to gel hie wife
“out of the way,” for a consideration. Devoe says
he recelved the proposition favorably, and thit
on the strength of It he has &t various times
recelved favors from Lansing In  the shape
of flre-wood, ete, and amall sams  of
money, Devoe also disclosed the nature of the

ropogition to several peraons, telling them that he
ntended to make unse of It o get considerable
mouney ont of Lansing and fioally expose him. As
Devoe's story goes, abont two weeks Lansing
told him that he was about to leave howme for several
days, that hig wife would be alone {n the house,
which (8 quite Isolated, every night with their two
small children, saud be wanted the busloess done
then. Devoe relates the detalls of Instructions
which he received from Lansing, how to enter the
nouge throngh w certaln Insecore window, how
to make 8 entrance nolseless, where to
find his sluepm? wile, how to find certain jewelry
and silverware In varlous parts of the hoase, wnici
he was to take away, and thus to make it appear
that plunder was the object: also how 1o rob a
pelghtor’s honse near at hand, and thos make the
“blind"” darker, and foally how Lansing cantioned
him to “make po mistake" and “not harm the ohil-
drep,” but to “make sure work of IL"” Then the
blood-money was pald, the sum being §105,
and the deyilish business arranged. Devon
tells his story in such minute detall and
conneocts B0  Many collateral faots and
outside parties incldentally with it, that before the
investigation I8 closed it cannot fall tojappear that
Devoe has told an lnﬁenluun and tremendous le, or
Lansing ougbt o be hung. The examioation is ad-
journed to the #6th inst, Mra.
